Yahoo!, Google Rev Their Engines 


SAN FRANCISCO I Google Inc. and Yahoo! Inc. 
are souping up their online search engines as 
the once -friendly business partners prepare 
for what promises to be a fierce rivalry. 

Google on Tuesday unveiled an even 
more powerful version of its already domi- 
nant search engine, adding 1 billion pages 
to its Web index and increasing its breadth 
by about one-third. Google’s search engine 
now spans 4.28 billion Web pages, up from 
3.3 billion pages earlier this week. 


Yahoo, meanwhile, announced Wednesday 
that it’s ready to run its search engine with- 
out Google’s help. Yahoo has been licensing 
results from Google’s search engine since 
June 2000, helping to establish Google as 
king of the online search. 

Although Yahoo isn’t disclosing how many 
Web pages will be indexed by its new search 
engine, it expects it to be far more compre- 
hensive than it was while it was being fed

BURLINGTON, VT. I Faster than you can say dot- 
com bust, Howard Dean’s quest for the presi- 
dency ended Wednesday as the Democrat, 
winless in 17 contests, bowed to political 
reality and abandoned his bid. 

Once the little-known former gover- 
nor of a small Northeast state. Dean took 
a summer ride to presidential campaign 
heights, attracting scores of followers and 
a Democratic record $41 million in campaign 
dollars largely through the Internet. 

Exactly one month ago. Dean was the 
candidate to beat — 
front-runner in national 
polls and poised to begin 
his primary romp with a 
win in the Iowa caucuses. 

It all crashed when the real 
votes were counted. 

A day after his dis- 
tant third-place finish in 
Wisconsin, after a string of primary losses. 
Dean announced that he would no longer 
actively pursue the presidency, but “we will, 
however, continue to build a new organiza- 
tion using our enormous grass-roots net- 
work to continue the effort to transform the 
Democratic Party and to change our country.” 

Historians will have the final say, but Dean 
was the candidate who rose from obscurity 
to a main draw on the Meetup.com Web site, 
newsmagazine cover boy and unrivaled grass- 
roots organizer. It never paid off in Iowa, and 
all that was remembered was a high-octane 
concession speech that will live on long after

Bush Drops Economic Claim 


President backs away 
from report forecasting 
2.6 million new jobs 

WAS H I N GTO N | President Bush dis- 
tanced himself Wednesday from 
White House predictions that the 
economy will add 2.6 million jobs 
this year, the second embarrassing 
economic retreat in a week and new 
fuel for Democratic criticism. 

“Now they’re already walking 
backwards on their own predic- 
tions,” Democratic presidential 
front-runner John Kerry said in 
Ohio, where unemployment has 


risen from 3.9 percent to 6 per- 
cent since Bush took office. 

The move on jobs came on the 
heels of White House economist N. 
Gregory Mankiw’s assertion that 
“outsourcing” American jobs over- 
seas was good for the U.S. econo- 
my in the long run. Bush, House 
Speaker Dennis Hastert and other 
Republicans quickly disavowed 
Mankiw’s remarks, and the econ- 
omist had to apologize for a “lack 
of clarity.” 

Jobs are a sensitive political issue 
for Bush as he fights to keep his own 
job in a second term. The econo- 
my has lost 2.2 million payroll jobs 


since Bush took office, the worst 
job -creation record of any presi- 
dent since Herbert Hoover. 

The forecast of 2.6 million new 
jobs was contained in the annual 
Economic Report of the President, 
a 412 -page volume of charts, graphs 
and text that predicted a bright eco- 
nomic future. 

Bush avoided embracing the 2.6 
million number when asked about 
it Wednesday. “I think the econo- 
my is growing,” Bush said. “And I 
think it’s going to get stronger.” He 
said he was pleased that 366,000 
jobs have been added since August.

Teen Finds Himself on Missing Kids Site 


LOS ANGELES | Authorities arrest- 
ed the mother of a 17-year- old boy 
after her son saw his picture on a 
missing children’s Web site and 
discovered that she was accused 
of abducting him from his father 
14 years ago. 

Giselle -Marie Goudreault, 45, 
was arrested on a Canadian warrant 
Tuesday. She was being held without 
bail until Canadian officials extra- 
dite her on child abduction charges. 

According to Deputy U.S. 
Marshal Jimell Griffin, the boy’s 


father had custody of his son, 
and Goudreault did not return 
him after a court- ordered visit. 
The teen, whose identity was not 
released, was put in a foster home. 

The boy spotted his own photo, 
taken when he was 3, on the Web a 
few months ago and told a teacher 
about it, authorities said. The teach- 
er contacted police.

Murder Rate 
In St. Louis 
Plummets 

ST. LOUIS I In a city that averaged 
145 killings a year over the past 
decade. Police Chief Joe Mokwa 
scribbled “99” on a scrap of paper 
and gave it to the head of the homi- 
cide unit, Harry Hegger. As Mowka 
recalls it, Hegger gulped. 

Neither man really believed 
keeping slayings in 2003 below 100 
was possible. But by year’s end, St. 
Louis had done better than that. 

The death toll was 69, matching 
the city’s lowest total since 1962, 
which was also the last time St. 
Louis had fewer than 100 murders. 
How did the city meet the goal set 
in 2002? Police, prosecutors and 
others say the chief explanation is 
that they put the squeeze on the 
city’s most violent neighborhoods. 

The city added 100 police officers, 
stepped up patrols and zeroed in on 
specific streets and troublemakers. 

St. Louis’s homicide toll has 
declined more than 60 percent in the 
past two years. Last year’s total was 
a 74 percent drop from the all-time 
high of 267 in 1993, when the city’s 
homicide rate was more than eight

Pakistan, India Set Ambitious

ter to crash and die. Rolf Fischer, 
34, was sentenced to 18 months in 
prison.

'Big 3’ of Europe 
Convene in Berlin 


Other EU nations 
wary as Blair, Chirac, 
Schroeder talk policy 

BERLIN I German, French and 
British leaders agreed Wednesday 
on broad proposals aimed at mak- 
ing Europe the world’s premier eco- 
nomic power. 

German Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder, French President Jacques 
Chirac and British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair unveiled the recommen- 
dations at a summit meant to sig- 
nal unity after last year’s rifts over 
the Iraq war — even as alarmed 
European partners insisted the 
big three nations could not hope 
to steer Europe alone. 

The summit at the chancellery 
in Berlin came at a crucial time 


for the EU, which is deadlocked in 
efforts to adopt a constitution and is 
about to welcome 10 new members, 
mostly former communist nations 
of Eastern Europe, on May 1. 

Other EU nations that were not 
invited to the meeting expressed 
fresh fears that the big three could 
try to dictate Europe’s agenda. 

“Nobody in Europe is ready to 
be a second-class citizen,” Italy’s 
European affairs minister, Rocco 
Buttiglione, told BBC radio. “Europe 
is made up of 25 countries, not of 
three.” Spanish Foreign Minister 
Ana Palacio said the big three should 
be criticized if they aim to impose 
their will on the rest of Europe. 

“We don’t want to dominate any- 
one, least of all Europe,” Schroeder 
told a joint news conference after

$3.9 billion — almost half of which 
would go toward emergency bridge 
and road repairs. 

Maryland officials said they 
need $5.3 billion — $4 billion of 
that would go toward road projects, 
including the six lane InterCounty 
Connector, which would link 
Interstate-270 in Montgomery 
County to Interstate-95 in Prince 
George’s County. 

Virginia transportation officials 
are asking for $4 billion, with more 
than $2 billion for the Dulles rail 
extension and other transit projects.

ATLANTA | Cingular Wireless, a 
patchwork of smaller companies, 
is on the verge of becoming the 
nation’s largest mobile phone pro- 
vider with its planned purchase of 
AT&T Wireless. But the company — 
whose subscriber base would nearly 
double to 46 million — must fix ser- 
vice problems if it wants to become 
an industry leader in its own right. 

Both companies have lost more 
subscribers than they’ve gained under 
a new federal rule that allows cell 
phone users to switch carriers with- 
out losing their phone number. 

In a February survey of cell phone

At 68 and counting, 
Solomon Burke is 
still the heart of soul 

M U S I C I We refuse to live in a world 
where the biggest R&B star counts 
Michael Jackson as his prima- 
ry influence. Not when Solomon 
Burke is alive and able to kick 
Justin Timberlake’s scrawny butt 
(and Jackson’s) with just a soul- 
ful whisper. 

We’re not alone, either. Bob 
Dylan, Tom Waits, Van Morrison, 
Elvis Costello, Brian Wilson and 
Nick Lowe have got our backs. 
They all contributed songs to Burke’s 
recent album, “Don’t Give Up On 
Me.” These legends grew up in awe 
of Burke’s pipes. When Burke grac- 
es the Birchmere stage Friday, 
it’ll be clear why. 

Burke, 68, is in 
top form, a master 
showing upstarts 


how soul is done. In the early ’60s, 
Burke, Otis Redding and Wilson 
Pickett sculpted the soul sound 
using elements of gospel, pop and 
country. 

In America, soul music was gen- 
erally consigned to black audienc- 
es, but across the pond, young 
Brits went nuts for it. Van 
Morrison sang blue- 
eyed soul, and the 
Rolling Stones cov- 
ered Burke’s “Cry to 
Me” and “Everybody 
Needs Somebody to 
Love.” Thus Burke’s 
influence found it’s 
way into American 
living rooms by 


way of the British Invasion. Burke 
himself worked steadily but never 
enjoyed a Top 20 hit. 

His recent recordings for the 
Fat Possum label are a welcome 
comeback for “the King of Rock 
and Soul.” Not that he’s 
ever slowed down — 
the man has made 
nearly 30 albums 
since 1962. 

But the 
ascent of hip- 
hop and New 
Jack Swing 
sent lots of 
soul legends 
scrambling 
for an update. 


But just as Rick Rubin spearhead- 
ed Johnny Cash’s return to form 
with “American Recordings,” so 
producer Joe Henry created a con- 
temporary space for Burke’s rum- 
bling, searing voice. The minimal 
settings use just rhythm section, 
guitar and organ, allowing Burke 
the room to move. 

And move he does. Every nuance 
of every dramatic performance is 
captured by Henry’s deft produc- 
tion. Burke’s preacherly fire, his 
lover-man croon and his bluesy 
swagger surpass even the excel- 
lence of his famous fans’ material. 
No remixes, no trends, no stunts. 
Someone buy a ticket for Justin

For anybody who takes the prob- 
lematic sexualization of the juvie 
set to be an innovation of the age 
of Britney, the National Gallery of 
Art s “Verrocchio’s David Restored” 
exhibit, open through March 21, will 
be a real eye-opener. 

Granted, the level of chicken - 
hawking in this bronze, on loan from 
the National Museum of the Bargello 
in Florence, pales in comparison to 


that of Donatello’s earlier version of 
the same subject, which leaves the 
boy who would be king to go about 
his giant- slaying in nothing but a 
fancy helmet and leggings.

Cost-Cutting Caps Trade Bondra 


Teams all-time leading seorer headed to Ottawa 


HOCKEY I Peter Bondra choked up 
twice while talking about his trade 
to the Ottawa Senators. Not even the 
prospect of playing for a Stanley Cup 
contender could ease the trauma of 
a sudden goodbye after 14 years with 
the Washington Capitals. 

“I grew up here. I grew up as a 
player. I grew up as a person,” Bondra 
said. “I have to understand that I 
have to move on.” 

Bondra on Wednesday became 
the latest victim of the Capitals’ sal- 
ary purge. The franchise’s all-time 
leading scorer is heading north, giv- 
ing the Senators another offensive 
threat in their drive toward the 
Stanley Cup. Ottawa is tied for first 
place in the Northeast division. 

The Capitals received prospect 


center Brooks Laich and a 2005 sec- 
ond-round pick in exchange for the 
five-time All-Star. 

The money-losing, last-place 
Capitals have been trying all season 
to trim payroll and start rebuild- 
ing. Captain Steve Konowalchuk 
was sent to Colorado in October, 
and Jaromir Jagr went to the New 
York Rangers last month. 

Other top performers like goalten- 
der Olaf Kolzig, defenseman Sergei 
Gonchar and center Robert Lang 
could be traded also, but they have 
not represented the Capitals over the 
past decade like Bondra. 

“When you say Washington 
Capitals, the first thing you think 
is Peter Bondra,” Kolzig said.

I keep hearing how Alex Rodriguez 
going to New York is good for base- 
ball. I think it would have been bet- 
ter for baseball if he had been 
stuck in Texas, miserable with his 
lot in life. That way, maybe future 
free agents would think long and 
hard about demanding high-cost, 
long-term contracts. 

There’s no question A-Rod came 
out of this smelling like a rose, when 
he probably should have been forced 
to rot in Texas as punishment. But 
it’s also hard to blame him for going 
to Texas in 2000 when they offered 
twice as much money as anyone else. 
Is it good for baseball? It’s certain- 
ly good for baseball’s bottom line 
— TV ratings, media saturation, 
attendance figures, buzz. 

Do you think Barry Bonds has a 
chance of breaking Hank Aaron’s 
home run record now that baseball 
is cracking down on steroid use? 

I think Barry Bonds is more 
concerned about being implicated 
in the federal steroids probe than 
he is about breaking Hank Aaron’s 
record. It remains to be seen what 
effect the steroid crackdown will 
have on home run production. 

Do you see the Orioles making 
any more moves on the free agent 
front? Any marginal pitchers out 
there who might be worth it if the 
price is right? Trade possibilities? 

I see the Orioles trading one 
of their second basemen — Brian 
Roberts or Jerry Hairston — to get 
a starting pitcher near the end of 
camp, after one of them wins the 
starting job. And interestingly 
enough, guess who appears to be 
in need of a second baseman all of 
a sudden? Yes, the Yankees. 

So we know the Expos are not com- 
ing to D.C. next year (or whenever 
it might be). So if you had to guess, 
where are they going? 

If I had to guess. I’d say MLB 
holds onto them until 2006, then 
contracts them.
